Much is Being Said About 
Consolidation of the Rural 
Schools of Kentucky 

CONSOLIDATED RURAL SCHOOLS 



Can Not Be Possible Until the Road* 
Art of Such Nature That Will Per 
mlt Transportation of Children Over 
Considerable Distance. 

In school i Ireles, much Is being said 

In favor of (he consolidation of rural 
schools In view of the facilities of- 
lered hy such consolidated schools, 
hoth from an economical HtHmlpoint 
ami from the point of efficiency, they 
• an not be too highly recomnu iiili il | 
hut It is evident that consolidated 
rural schools can not he had unless 
i h« roads are of such a nature that it 
"ill permit the transportation of chll 
ilren over a considerable distance, as 
the districts in these consolidated 
schools are much enlarged and the 
ihildrcn frem the outlying districts 
must be furnlsheil transportation of 
one kind or unoiher, and It Is highly 
important (nut the roads be kept la 
Kood condition. 

The IT A. Department of Agrh ul 
ture showa In one of ih-lr statistical 
fetor la that only ahout M per rent o( 
Ihe children attend school where the 
roads are unimproved, and 80 per cent 
are In attendance where the roads are 
In better condition. These statistics 

ire taken from live Kastern and West- 
ern States which have an Improved 
read mileage of ahout 35 per cent. 
The statistics showing r,i per cent of 
attendance are tak< n from four South 
■Tl and one Northwestern State, whit h 
have only about 14 per cent of their 
total roads improved. 

It la highly probable that an lnves 
Miration of conditions In the State of 
Kentucky will show even greater va- 
riation In the per cent of students at 
lending public schools in the counties 
boasting of a large mileage of Im- 
proved roads and those of the moun- 
tain districts of the state. The con- 
solidated rural schools of Mason coun- 
ty. Kentucky, show a far better aver- 
ago of attendance than do the schools 
of Ue, Owsley and Jackson, and In 
fact, a number of other counties In 
that section On account of the road 
system of Mason county they are en 
abled to maintain their consolidated 
schools and secure the attendance of 
the pupils during the winter season, 
which Is best adapted to school work; 
vshlle In the localities where bad roads 
prevail, the schools Invariably open 
during the months sj July and Amrust, 
teal many children are deprived of at 
tending school on account of th" ex- 
cessive heat and the home duties at 
'hat season of the year; and by the 
irrne the weather la cool and Ihe chil-

After the brooder, before the laying 
house, what then?
